are organized groups of farmers who 
live in the same area and who all 
want to have electric service on their 
farms. They secure an estimate of the 
cost of having lines constructed in 
their area from the power company. 

This estimate is based on cost. The 
power company makes no profit on the 
erection of rural lines. Then they di¬ 
vide the cost evenly among themselves 
If any farmer needs financial assist¬ 
ance he can borrow money from the 
provincial government. To keep the 
cost down many farmers assist the 
power companies in the actual con¬ 
struction. 

As soon as the lines are built the 
value of the farm on the real estate 
market increases by more than the 
cost of construction. This co-opera¬ 
tive enterprise could never have been 
successful without the complete co¬ 
operation of the farmers, the power 
companies, the Alberta Power Com¬ 
mission and tlie financial assistance 
from the Government. 

Today electricity is becoming a ne¬ 
cessity to the farmer. He uses it, 
operates water pumps, machine shops, 
welding equipment, for lighting his 
barns, for incubating chickens and 
pigs, for starting the heaters in his 
buildings and other uses. 

To Mrs. Farmer electricity has 
brought all the advantages of city life. 

No longer must she use flat irons, the 
wood stove or the water pump. She 
now has an electrically controlled 
kitchen in w hich she can prepare bet¬ 
ter food, more quickly in pleasunt 
surroundings. 

The rates charged for the electricity very enjoyable time with Dot’s bro- 
the farmers use are just enough to t jier, Jesse O'Brien, 
cover the cost of supplying the pow r er.

Mr. Russell and Mr. Patterson spoke 
briefly on behalf of their companies 
and Mayor Taylor told the crowd that 
the work of many years had been cul¬ 
minated In the good roads, gas and 
other improvements in the Town. He 
said that a town should be for the 
people and that it should be made as 
modern and comfortable as possible. 

The Hon. Gordon Taylor said that 
there was enough right-of-way in the 
province to encircle the equator six 
times and that Alberta was doing its 
best to provide good roads for every¬ 
one. lie urged farmers along the new 
highway to co operate and keep water 
out of the borrow-pits, for It was 
water that did the damage to roads. 
He expressed the thanks of the gov¬ 
ernment to all who had cooperated 
in the road construction, and conclud¬ 
ed by offering congratulations to Mr. 
and Mrs. Zobell and taking a bache¬ 
lor's privilege and soundly kissed Mrs. 
Zobell — twice. 

Mr. llalmrast extended greetings 
on behalf of the premier and the 
government and outlined the history 
of agriculture in the province, saying 
that the first land to be cultivated was 
in the Athabasca country in 1779. He 
also congratulated the Zobells and 
paid tribute to the first setters in 
his area, calling them men and women 
of courage.
